States’’---European Newsman 


Mr. M. H. Halton, Euro- 
pan correspondent for the 
Toronto Daily Star, was in- 
terviewed by the Lacombe 
Globe reporter prior to the 
most recent crisis in Europe. 
In view of -the impending 
trouble in Central Europe 
today, his views are of in- 
creasing interest. 


“Germany is definitely foment- 
ing unrest and civil wars in Eur- 
ope in an endeavor to change the 
balance of power in that conti- 
nent in her favor,” said H. M. 
Halton, European correspondent 
for the Toronto Daily Star, when 
interviewed by a Globe reporter 
last week. Mr. Halton-has been 
visiting with his wife’s parents, 
Mr. and Mrs, A. M. Campbell, and 
his brother, S. T, Halton, for the 
past few days. He left over the 
week-end for Toronto. 

He laid the present unrest in 
Europe directly at Germany’s 
door, “Germany never did accept 
the Treaty of Versailles, nor did 
she accept the revolution which 
converted Germany into a repub- 
lic in 1919,” Mr. Halton claimed, 
He outlined the steps leading up 
to the present European situa- 
tion, mentioning how, long be- 
fore Hitler’s time, German mili- 
tarists planned and prepared for 
the next war. “Confronted by 
the Maginot line on the east, an 
impregnable ring of concrete and 
steel,” German militarists cast 
about to find, the vulnerable 
point of France and England, 


“Germany has started a new tech. 


* 
nique in stirring up civil wars,” 
Mr. Halton declared. This tech- 
nique has been observed in Spain, 
in Austria, and is now being 
worked out in Czechoslovakia. 
"It is simple,” the newspaperman 


explained; “it consists of stirring 


up and agitating the radicals; 
causing riots and assassinations. 
Then Germany steps in, claiming 


Fomented Civil War 

Positive proof that Germany 
fomented the Spanish civil war 
has been found in German em- 
bassies in Spain, Mr. Halton stat- 
ed. “At the present time Ger- 
mans dominate General Franco’s 
artillery units; his air force, and 
large gun emplacements dominate 
the Straits of Gibraltar from 
Northern Africa. Italy also con- 
trols the Balearic Islands, mak- 
ing France vulnerable to air at- 
tacks from the south,” he de- 
clared. 

Questioned regarding the Italo- 
German alliance, Mr. Halton said 
that "It is merely a Mussolini- 
Hitler alliance,’ which might or 
might not stand in times of 
stress, 

“The Czechoslovakian problem 
is a long and complicated ques- 
tion,” Mr. Halton reported, ex- 
plaining that German control of 
Czechoslovakia would mean Ger- 
man control of the Balkans. He 
believed, however, that as long 
as Britain and France stand firm 
on their agreement that Germany 
shall not swallow Czechoslovakia 
as she swallowed Austria, then 


the Czechs are safe. Russia and 
France saved Czechoslovakia on 
May 23,” he asserted, 

“An interesting point arises 
there,” Mr. Halton smiled. Ger- 
many’s pretext for taking Czecho- 
slovakia is because “fair treat- 
ment is not being given the Ger- 
man minority’—but look what 
the Germans have done to their 
Jewish minority. 

Feeling of Fatalism 

“There is a feeling of fatalism 
among Britishers today,” Mr. 
Halton said,—a feeling that war 
is inevitable. This is exemplified 
by the high pace of living now 
apparent in Britishers, who feel 
—“‘after us, the deluge.” 

Asked if Canada would play a 
large part in any future war, 
Mr. Halton emphatically replied, 
“Yes.” Within two years, he ex- 
plained, “Canada will be the 
manufacturing center for the 
British air force.” He also added 
that in all probability, Canada’s 
aid in the next war would be 
mainly as a supply base and 
manufacturing center. Mr, Hal- 
ton lauded President Roosevelt 
on his recent speeches contain- 
ing the thoughts that the States 
might give up her isolation pol- 
icy in time of war. 

Mr. Halton could see peace for 
years to come only if the balance 
of power in Europe was kept on 
the side of the Franco-British 
agreements—“unless,” Mr, Halton 
warned, “Hitler embarks on a 
‘mad dog’ war in a_ desperate 
struggle to emerge wictorious.”

Grade Ten 

No Grade Ten examinations 
were given this year. Grading 
and passes were made by the De- 
partment of Education on the 
basis of the school work done 
from’ September until June. A 
number of students received suf- 
ficient credits to pass into Grade 
Eleven. In English 1, 31. stu- 
dents wrote, one receiving hon- 
ors, 11 receiving A, 16B, 2C, 1D, 
(Key—Honors, 80% or over; A, 
from 65% to 79%; B, from 50% 
to 64%; C, from 40% to 49%, and 
D, below 40%. 

In Social Studies, 34 students 
wrote—there were 6 honors, 15 
A, 12 B and 1C. In Health and 
Physical Education, 14 out of the 
28 who wrote received honors, 
12 A and 2 B. 

Thirty-four wrote Algebra, 
with 7 honors, 12 A, 9 B, 4 C and 
2 D. Two out of the 21 who 
wrote Chemistry received honors, 
with 9 A, 7 B and 8 C. 

In Physics, 33 wrote, 12 get- 
ting honors and 114-A, 5 B; 3 °C 
and 2D. Of the 21 who wrote 
French 1, 7 received honors, 9 A, 
3 B and one each in the C and D 
classes. 

Other courses in this grade 
were optional and general, every 
student getting a pass in each 
subject. 

Grades Eleven and Twelve

And so, in sympathy with suffering drivers we ask 
those whom the shoe fits—Please. 


Drastic Action Taken 


HE Royal Canadian Mounted Police are fight- 

ing desperately to stop an invasion of Cana- 
dian territory—an invasion of the dread drug, 
marihuana. Marihuana is made from the dried 
leaves of Indian hemp, and has gained much head- 
way in the United States. The drug appears as 
hashish in biblical times, and was prevalent in 
the eastern Mediterranean centuries ago.

Carrying Burdens 


(From the Minneapolis Journal) 

HERE are those who feel that there is a cer- 
T tain virtue in carrying burdens. There is 
little if any virtue in carrying burdens for the 
sake of the burden, but if one has to carry them, 
the virtue lies in doing it as cheerfully and as 
best one can—and in making little fuss about the 
matter. But the burden itself, as burden, is not 
the thing. 

A’ tired woman entered a street car one day 
carrying a heavy basket. Instead of placing the 
burden upon the floor or upon an empty seat, 
she continued to hold it, shifting its weight now 
and then from one knee to the other and sighing 
heavily at each shift. 

A workingman seated across the aisle watched 
her for some time, When he could stand it no 


across many amusing situations, and pathetic in- 
cidents. If only I were a Nellie McClung, what 


‘a book I could write through having spent ten 


days this way quite recently. However, I would 
like to mention one incident, which was to me the 
most interesting of all. It was the tale of a 
young couple and their three months’ old baby, 
living in the public camping grounds at Radium 
Hot Springs. ‘ 

I was first interested in them because, al- 
though there were other tent dwellers in the camp, 
this was the only tent that had the appearance of 
“home.” In front of the tent entrance, a table had 
been made of a plank on two big spruce blocks, 
and on this table was a vase of flowers, The 
baby buggy, the deck chairs did not intrigue one 
like that vase of flowers. The vase of flowers 
seemed to me an individualistic touch which prom- 
ised a story. 

The tale behind this brave little show of 
home-making was indeed pathetic and splendid. 
The young couple had been married about a year, 
but the young husband was a cripple, hobbling 
about on two crutches, On the day their little 
baby was born, the young man was taken to hos- 
pital with infantile paralysis. One can in some 
measure picture the agony of the wife, and the 
terrible torment of the young man, stricken by 
this dread disease, and with the added knowledge 
of his responsibilities—his wife and new-born 
child. What those two young folk suffered, we 
can only imagine in part—the horror will live 
with them probably all their lives. 

They were living in Radium in an attempt 
to help restore the husband’s health. And there, 
that plucky young girl was endeavoring to create 
a “home,” with the aid of a tent and a vase of 
wild: flowers. It was a Monday morning and she, 
like any other more happily situated Canadian 
wife, was doing her washing, and I listened to 
her singing to the baby while hanging up the 
clothes and tidying up around her little home— 
and I marvelled. The young husband spent most 
of his time in the water, but when he came back 
to camp, there was a smiling wife and contented 
baby waiting for him with a nicely prepared meal, 
just as if they. were living a normal life. And, as 
I saw him hobbling around bravely, on his two 
crutches, surreptitiously watched by his young 
wife, I couldn’t help thinking what a number of 
unsung heroines there are, quietly living their 
lives and doing their duty as they see it. For 
real courage and grit, I can think of nothing bet- 
ter or finer than these two young folks trying to 
re-make their lives. 

Britain’s colonies are founded on courage of 
this sort: For, wherever a woman finds herself, 
she tries to establish a home, and her man tries 
to preserve it for her. Thus are empires built. A 
mansion or a tent—what does it matter?—it is 
commoner, this instinct is truly. woman’s, and by 
all the same to the home builder. If one looks 
around with seeing eyes, many a like tale of 
bravery and devotion can be found, a triumph 
over great odds. Just think of the many city-bred 
girls making a success on a farm—this is quite 
a little achievement, to attune oneself to farm life, 
after having lived and worked in a busy city. 
Beauty specialists, stenographers, clerks, teachers 
—all are to be found on farms or in mining dis- 
tricts, all intent on the same thing—home-building. 

This home-making instinct is carried into 
many weird and wild places, and is really the 
basis of all cultural progress, *Way out in the 
wilds, one can see a dwelling with a geranium 
or two in the window, or some sickly looking 
flowers striving for existence against almost im- 
possible odds—at once you know there is a 
woman there, trying to create a home atmosphere, 
something abiding that in years to come her chil- 
dren may remember as home. Be she Queen or 
commoner, this instinct is truly woman’s, and by 
this instinct the world may yet be saved from the 
holocaust which seems imminent. It is a splendid 
trait, and is invaluable to the state. Even in this 
age of labour-saving devices, and service flats, 
this trait is ever predominant in woman. 

Men, after all, are rovers at heart, and a 
lone wolf seldom stays in one place any length 
of time, never long enough to make any mark. 
Wtihout the home-making instinct of women, no 
empires would be built, nor could they survive 
without it. There is no incentive to man to build 
himself a house, if there be no woman to put a 
soul into it and make of it a home—be it palace 
or shack. 

The supreme courage of this young girl try- 
ing to make a home out of a tent is reminiscent 
of the pioneer women of the west. Women, who 
helped lay the foundation of this Canada of ours; 
women who travelled hundreds of miles, endur- 
ing unprecedented hardships in covered wagons, 
going with their men to build homes for future 
generations. 

It is the handing on of a great tradition, and 
one of which we may be justly proud. 
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New designs in radios make it possible to 
get music out of chairs, tables, lamps, and almost 
every type of furniture. But they haven’t con- 
verted the bathtub yet. That’s one place where 
we still want to do our own singing.

This happens ause the new 
field has to find its market, a 
process which means displace- 
ment of previous ‘sources of sup- 
ply, and conditions of surplus 
which upset sound business prac- 
tice. 

As soon as it was determined 
that there were large supplies of 
oil in Alberta, the major refin- 
eries stopped importing from 
Montana, They negotiated with 
the railways for a new freight 
rate schedule to allow Turner 
Valley crude to serve the entire 
prairie area. 

This permitted price reductions. 
This year these peice cuts will 
mean a saving of 5% million dol- 
lars to prairie consumers on pur- 
chases Of petroleum p
